The Age or Clam. 
[Scientific American ] 


The London Saturday Review n> of the. 


opinion that the oldest specimen of pure 
glass kuonn is a little moulded lion's 
head, bearing the name of an Egyptian 
king of the eleventh dynasty, in tho 
Slate collection at the British Museum. 
It was probably fashioned more than 
2 000 years B C, and the skill displayed 
in it is sufficient evidence that the art of 
glass making wag not then in its infancy. 
Glazed pottery and beads as old as the 
first Egyptam dynasty have been found. 


Of later glass there are numerous ex- 


amples, such as the bead found in Thebes, 
which has the name of Queen Hata- 
soo of Hashop, of the eighteenth dynasty. 
Of the same period are vases and globes 
and many fragments. 
It cannot be 


doubted that the story prepared by 
Pliny, which assigns the credit of the in- 
vention to tbe Phoenicians is so far true 
that 
these 
adventurous 
merchants 


brought specimens to the other countries 
from Egypt 


Dr. Schlieman found disks of glass in 


the excavations at Mycenje, though Ho- 
mer does not mention it as a substance 
known to him. That the modern art of 
the glass blower was known long before 
is certain from representation among th« 
pictures on the walls of a tomb at Beni 
Hassan, of the twelfth Egyptian dynasty; 
but a much older picture, which proba- 
bly represented the same manufacture, 
is among the half obliterated scenes in a 
chamber of a tomb of Thy at Sukkara, 
and dates from the time of the fifth 
dynasty, a time so remote that it is not 
possible, in spite of the assiduous re- 
searches of many Egyptologers, to give 
it a date in resm

At list a photograph of a 
Cheyenne, taken • wme years ago, was 
shown him. He looked at it a moment, 
then went quickly back to his chair and 
sat there like a statue while his negative 
was taken.

Cheyenne warrior wu a greater brave 
titan he. The gigantic Osages, on the 
other band, would not approach the 
tent They said the camera robs them of 
their good spirits. The Kickapoos gave 
tbe smne reason, and a photographer was 
peremptorily ordered out of their coun- 
try on that account The Indian u a 
profound believer in the power of spirit!

Into tho domestic circle only 
a small number of safe fellows, long 
since gone to seed, are ever admitted. 


The young men who do not care to be 
irpetually.going to tiresome receptions 
id yet more tiresome family dinners, 


Snd their, comfort and pleasure at the 
club. It is an open question whether 
the club nourishes in the city because of 
the deficiencies of social life, or whether 
the barrenness of society is due to the 
prospenty of the club. 


Between the two there is a great gulf 


fixed. With a show of reason, many 
women consider the club the enemy of 
social happiness. 
Unquestionably the 


dub is a refuge for the yonng man who 
Kelts social intercourse and does not find 
it in the unhomelike parlors of his mar- 
ried acquaintances. 
In the club he 


may consult his own individual taste in 
matters of eating and drinking, and he 
nay berate the servants and growl at the 
ipuse managers, as he would not do in 
lis own private house. In a man's club 
:his need not be considered selfish and 


tal. To most men it is a relief to 


mve at least one privileged resort where 
one may be selfish and brutal. A home 
with a wife in it is not such a place. 


learning to Write. 


[London Spectator ) 


We believe that there is no single sys- 


tem of mecanique for writing, and that 
a child belonging to tbe educated clasaei 
would be taught much better and more 
easily if, after being once enabled to 
make and recognize written letters, it 
were let alone, and praised or chided not 
for it* method, but for the result. 


Let the boy hold the pen aa he likes, 


and make his strokes as he likes—hurry, 
of course, being discouraged—but insist 
strenuously and persistently that his copy 
shall be legible, clean, and shall approach 
the good copy set before him, namely, a 
\\ell-written letter, not rubbishy text on 
a bingle line, written as nobody but a 
writing-master ever did or will write un- 
til the world's end 
HR will make a 


muddle at fimt, but he will soon make a 
passable imitation of his copy, and ulti- 
mately develop a characteristic and 
strong hand, which may be bad or good, 
but will not be either meaningless, unde- 
cided, or illegible. 


This hand will alter, of course, very 


greatly as he grows older. It may alter 
at 11, because it is at that age that the 
range of tbe eyes is fixed, ana short-sight 
betrays iteelf; and it will altar at 17, be- 
cause then the system of takiug notes at 
lecture, which ruins most bauds, will 
have cramped and temporarilly spoiled 
the writing, but the character will form 
itself again, and will never be deficient 
in clearness or decision. 


The idea that it is to be clear will have 


•tamped itself, and confidence will not 
have been destroyed by worrying little 
rules about attitude, and angle, and 
Elope, which tbe very irritation.$f the 


thing eke that_ he cares to do, as well at 
he can, and with a certain efficacy and 
•peed. Almost every letter he gets will 
give him some assistance, and the mas- 
ter's remonstrance on his illegibility will 
be attended to, like any other cautio> 
given in the curriculum. 


Training of Farm Life,

Washington Gladden, of Springfield, 


Mass., recently sent out a circular to one 
hundred of the most successful perma- 
nent business men of the country, ask' 
ing about their homes during the first 
fifteen years of their lives. Seventy-four 
replied that they had received their 
training on a farm.

this fact, the Christian at Work says: 


There could not be a more hopeful in 


dication of the prosperity of the country 
than an assurance that seventy-four out 
of eighty-eight boys in a community 
were training for farm life. 


It ia a hard life, but it is an indepen- 


dent life; it Ss favorable to religious 
.growth, and a cultivation of Christian 
graces; and—what iirf less consequence 
—it is the coming aristocratic "profea 
•ion" of tkft country. 


Corporations fail, manufacturing be- 


comes dull, storekeepers cease to do bus- 
iness, and the hum of the factory is 
•tilled; stocks go down, and banking 
houses close.; but throughout all panic 
,and disaster, the earth yields its fruit* 
to the frugal'and industrious laborer. 
. There is a narrow tendency manifestec 
by those engaged in professional life to 
underrate the importance of life on -the 
farm; it is considered a half-alive-and 
dead sort of existence, but what can be 
deader than tbe impecunious, hard 
worked clerkships in the city, with ex 
acting duties, and little or no time for 
leisure or recreation? 


The hope of the country, next to re- 


ligion, lies in its small farms, and conse- 
quently in bringing up the rising gener- 
ation to work the farm.
